_ UNIVERSITY REFORM. 


Royal Commission’s Proposals,: 


For more than two years the 
Royal Commission originally ep- 
pointed to investigate the fin- 
ancial position of the Universities 
of Oxford and Cambridge has been 
considering a general scheme of 
teform.in those Universities. Tha 
Commission found it necessary 
to go beyond tho strict jimits of 
its original terms of reference, 
I: has completed its labours, and 
its repori has been for some time 
in the bands ot the Minister for 
Education. 

The Commission has visited 
both Oxford and Cambridge, bas 
taken a considerable amount of 
oral and other evidence, and has 
inspected the libraries, museums, 
laboratories, and other depart- 
ments of University activity. It 
is understood that the Commis- 
sion bas been fully satisfied of 
the necessity for making much 
larger financial! provision in 
order to meet tha urgent needs 
of the Universities. Parliament 
at present votes £30,000 
enuovally to both Oxford and 
Cambridge, and thé require- 
ments have been calculated 
at oot Jess than £100,000 a year 
in each case. There is reason to 
believe that, in consequence of 
vepresentations that the Trea- 
sury would not be prepared to 
grant so large a sum, the Com- 
mission has suggested grants of 
£50,000 each. ; 

The report is expected to in- 
dicate measures by which con- 
siderable economies may be 
effected in the management of 
the colleges both at Oxford and 


*|Cambridge, and for the more 


definite associstion of university 
and college life. The Com- 
mission bas not been able 
to recommend the centraliza- 
tion of the management 
of the college “estates, but 
bas put forward proposals which 
go’a certain way in that direction, 
and « strongly supported reserva- 
tion is in favour of a more.

There are important proposals 
dealing with fellowships, scholar- 
ships, and the better use of such 
exceptional facilitios as ara avajl- 
able for students and others 
whose resouces are limited. In 
addition the report refers 
to the importance of Oxford 
and Cambridge making as 
large a contribution as possible 
to the training of teachers, for 
public and other achools.

NO FLASHLIGHTS. 

Elsewhere in: this issue we 
publish information to the effect 
that fashblight electric signs, used 
for the purposes of advertising, 
are no longer tobe permitted ia 
Hongkong. That action is being 
taken under the Advertisements 
Regulation Ordinance, the aim of 
which is to prevent the exhibition 
of advertisements. in such man- 
ner “agto affect injuriousty the 
amenities of any public place or 
diafigure the natural besuty of 
the landscape or of the waters of 
the Colony or of the clouds or 
sky.” With the object which 
the’ ‘Government has in view, 
there can be no quarrel, for none 
of ug wants to sea this Colony 
turned into a dazzling jazz picture. 
But there comes & point, in ques- 
tions such as these, when it is 
very much a matter of individual 
taste whether certain displays 
can reasonably be brought within 
the definition of something that 
disigures. What is worth 
noting in this-connection is the 
fact that the Government will 
allow a parmanently lighted sign 
to. be displayed, but will not 
permit the display of the self- 
same advertisement if inter- 
mittent lighting operates. The 
Government's objection, there- 
fore, is tothe flashing, and not 
to the design. But as to the 
particular grounds on which the 
change in the type of illum- 
ination is resented we are unable 
to discover. Electric flashlight 
advertisements represent a for- 
ward stage ia publicity methods 
and we cannot see tbat Hong- 
kong can go on for ever objecting 
to them just because somebody 
happens to think that they are 
not “nice.” To control auch’dis- 
plays is perfectly reasonable ; to 
prohibit them seems like becom- 
ing absurdly old-fashioned. ~ 

We have been looking up the 
regulations on this matter and 
wo find that, if they were 
strictly interproted, practically 
the whole of the ordinary busi- 
ness signs in the Colony would 
bave to be taken down. By 
these regulations, “sky signs” 
ate tolewful, aad a sky sign is 
described, amongst other things 
as any sign or device which, or 
part of which, is “visible against 
the aky from some point in any 
public place in the Colony.” The

And, as we say, to 
entirely prohibit their use smacks 
very much of grandmotherly 
legislation.

Prince and Press. 


It is regrettable that an un- 
pleasant incident. should have 
arisen in connection, with the 
Prince of Wales’ visit.to Japan, 
The grievance of Japanese jour- 
naliste is that thay have been 
hindered instead of ‘assisted in 
recording the progress of the tour. 
Needless to say, no blame is im- 
puted to the Royal visitor. be- 
tween whom and the ropresent- 
atives of the Japanese Press there 
was 8 cordial exchange of greet- 
ings. The fault is attributed to 
the Imperial Honsehold Depart- 
ment and the British Embassy, 
the papers differing as to 
which was the major offender. 
Apparently the trath is thet 
the authorities and the Press 
were both to blame. Japanese 
newspapermen have acquired 
of late years some notoriety 
from the efficiency with which 
they have copied the American 
pressman’s habit of Jintrasion. 
Evidently the authorities wished 
to spare his Royal Highness 
any risk of annoyance. The 
trouble arose through. the 
conservative attitude of the au- 
thoritizs, the regidity of whose 
procedure is out of date. 
When the Crown Prince returned 
from hia Western tour they 
arrested & Press photographer for 
getting too close to his Imperial 
Highness, though it is probable 
that the operator was not 80 near 
as were the photographers the 
other dsy when “our Prince™ set 
foot in the Colony. The Japanese 
Press photographers were vory 
anxious tosnep the British Heir- 
Apparent to advantage. and it 
was a characteristic act on the 
part of H.R.H. to afford one af 
them .2 better view just as 
the officials were startiag to 
busy themselves by bustling the 
photographers off? The author- 
ities doubtless perceived that 
they bad made « mistake io their 
trantment of the Prees, 2nd the 
reception of journalists by the 
Prince, » most pleasant function, 
was promptly arranged. We trust 
that our Nipponese confreres, for 
their part, will take the lesson 
to heart by moderating those 
tendencies that have been the 
subject of considereble criticism. 
Jrish Discord Again. 

Is discord to bealwaye Ireland's 
lot? . The cable in yesterday 
morning’s. papera was distinctly 
heartening. We were told that 
the leaders of the pro-Treaty and 
anti-Treaty forces had signed a 
manifesto appesling for an all

To what extent Com- 
mander O'Connor is in 8 position 
to speak for the LR.A. remizins to 
beseon. Apparently soma at least 
of the republican faction have 
podergone conversion. It is 
stated that tha Irish elections 
will probably be held on the 15th. 
of next month. Assuming that 
the Free State authorities are 
capable of dealing with intimida- 
tion, this will give the body of the 
Trish nation so opportunity of 
expressing ite attitude towards 
the Tresty. , Reports respecting 
the sentiments of the Irish people 
suggest strong support for the 
Treaty, though the news ia some- 
what conflicting.

The field 
wae solarge and the opportunities 
so diversified that the time was 
extended to seven months. Ip 
his opinion post-war conditions 
in Europe are comparab.e with 
those which existed in America 
even before the war; the general 
plane of living of the workiog 
classes bas been raised, labour is 
much more independent and less 
efficient. The torty-eight hour, 
and in certain indusiries the forty- 
five hour week. has been legally 
established.
